Election/Restrictions 

1. For clarification purposes, the restriction requirement made in the office action dated 
5/7/2004 has been made final, and that claims 1-3,5-16 remain in the case. 

Allowable Subject Matter 



2. Claims 1-3,5-14 are allowable over the prior art of record. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 



3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 



4. Claims 15,16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Hiroi 
(65649241) . 
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As per claim 15, Hiroi (65649241) teaches an uplink transmitting AC-3 audio with video 
transmissions in a satellite broadcast system (col. 4 lines 35-50; col. 5 lines 60-65) 
comprising: 

"an encoder digital transport packets" as data process handling the input signal 

(fig. 1), and mixing the signal to audio and video signals (fig. 1, subblock 150 - stream 
combiner) 

"a multiplexer guide data" as multiplexing the information, including guide 

information (fig. 1, subblock 145; fig 5a- category lists; and figure 6) 

As per claim 16, Hiroi (65649241) teaches the output transport stream to be one 
of a variety of methods (col. 5 line 45 - col. 6 line 10). 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 8/9/2004 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. As per applicant's arguments on the bottom of page 2 of the response (and the 
corresponding argument son the bottom of page 3 of the response), examiner disagrees and 
points to Hiroi teachings both the transmitter and receiver as noted in the rejection. Examiner 
also notes that the detailed explanation of the referred to stream combiner of Hiroi show switch 
logic (multiplexer) based on the signal format (col. 4 line 61 - col. 5 lines 10). 
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As per the arguments on top of page 3 of the response, examiner disagrees that Hiroi does 
not define a particular encoder and points to the detail of the encoder in Hiroi (col. 5 lines 5-9, 
and col. 5 lines 55-65). 

As per the arguments in the middle of page 3 of the response pertaining to the lack of 
teachings of conditional access data controlling the transport streams, examiner disagrees and 
points to Hiroi teaching stored user data used to access certain channels (col. 5 lines 13-45).
